With an apology for the pelt­ 
ing downpour which fractured 
the tradition that he always 
carries sunshine around with 
him. Eisenhower stepped brisk­ 
ly to the microphone to tell 
rain-sodden newsmen cluster­ 
ing about the steps that all was 
harmony within his administra­ 
tion's wing of the Republican 
party. 
T h e Republicans, he an­ 
nounced authoritatively, are go­ 
ing to be “completely biparti­ 
san" in their attitude toward 
President Kennedy’s handling 
of international crises.

another, he said, and at one 
stage was parted from his moth- j 
er who was gravely ill wtih dys­ 
entery. He never saw her again 
His experiences began at the 
Resienstadt camp in Czecho- \ 
Slovakia at the age ot 14 From 
there he was shifted to the 
Auschwitz extermination camp 
from which, for reasons un­ 
known 
to 
him, 
he 
escaped 
death. 
His 
next 
stop 
was 
Dachau. 
LATEST WITNESS 
Ansbacher was the latest in 
a long parade of witnesses 
called by the prosecution to try 
to show how the Nazis perse­ 
cuted the Jews under the Hit­ 
ler regime. 
T h e prosecution contends 
that Eichmann, who is charged 
with the mass murder of mil­ 
lions of Jews, was a key official 
in the Nazi extermination pro­ 
gram for Jews. The former Ges­ 
tapo 
officer 
insists 
he 
was 
merely a small cog in the ma­ 
chine 
and 
never 
personally 
gave any death orders. 
As usual, Eichmann sat im­ 
passively in his glass-enclosed 
prisoner’s box during today’s 
testimony. He occasionally jot­ 
ted down something on paper 
before him on his table. 
U N R U F F L E D 
(David Ofer, assistant com­ 
mandant of police who is di­ 
rectly in charge of Eichmann. 
said the prisoner apparently 
has nothing on his conscience. 
Ofer said Eichmann remains 
inruffled in his cell, his health 
is good, his blood pressure is 
normal, he eats heartily and 
sleeps soundly ‘for an average 
eight hours a night.)

said 
the 
most 
vivid impression left on his 
youthful mind was the w a y the 
Jews, on the edge of starvation 
in the concentration camps, 
still maintained a polite and 
friendly protocol. 
“When the food was brought 
to us,” he said, “everybody 
wanted some of it and we all 
walked to where it was being 
distributed. But one Jew wfould 
say to another. ’Pardon me. doc­ 
tor, may I make my w ay to the 
potato peelings?’ ” 
Hunger was so acute, Ans- 
bachcr testified, the Jews in­ 
vented new names for the days 
of the week.

W ith an apology for the pelt­ 
ing dow npour which fractured 
the tradition that he always 
carries sunshine around with 
him, Eisenhower stepped brisk­ 
ly to the microphone to tell 
rain-sodden newsmen cluster­ 
ing about the steps that all was 
harm ony within his adm inistra­ 
tion's wing of the Republican 
party.

Wants To Get Along 


With U.S., Says Nikita 


MOSCOW (UPF— Soviet 
Pre­ 
m ier 
Nikita 
S. 
Khrushchev 
said today he wants to get 
along with the Kennedy ad­ 
m inistration despite differen­ 
ces of view on social and po­ 
litical questions. 
Stressing the need for peace­ 
ful coexistence in a world liv­ 
ing in the shadow of nuclear 
weapons, the Communist lead­ 
er said: 
"Taking a realistic view, we 
nave to live on the same planet, 
and we have to find solutions. 
We arc ready to build up our 
relations with any country to

T hough 
w estern 
observers 
c o n s i d e r e d 
Khrushchev's 
speech one of the mildest he 
has m ade on U. S.-Soviet rela­ 
tions since the abortive Cuban 
invasion, he made the point 
that the Soviets are confident 
they “will win” any contest. 
R eferring to his desire to 
get 
along 
with 
the 
United 
States, he said: 
"A lthough 
President 
Ken­ 
nedy and I are poles apart, we 


live on the same earth. 
Tbere- 
fcre, 
although 
we 
probably 
have a different understand -1 
ing and a different assessment 
rf the Socialist System and the 
Capitalist System, we have to 
visualize 
realistically, 
so 
to 
speak, that there are now So­ 
cialist countries on our planet, 
which num ber over a milliard 
(one billion) inhabitants. 


“We have to (visualize real­ 
istically) that there are capital­ 
ist countries, with 
a 
highly 
developed monopolist capital, 
and that there are countries 
| which 
have 
just 
liberated 
themselves 
f r o m 
colonial 
slavery. 


“And of course we under- 
i stand differently, apparently. 
! these 
three 
categories 
of 
people, and have a different 
notion of freedom .” 


K hrushchev 
made 
his

j 10,000 at Tiflis on the occasion 
of the 40th anniversary of the 
Soviet regime in the Georgian

Mordecai A n s b a c h e r w a s 
shuttled

another, he said, and at one 
stage was parted from his m oth­ 
er w ho was gravely ill wtih dys­ 
entery. He never saw her again. 
His experiences began at the 
R esienstadt cam p in Czecho­ 
slovakia at the age of 14. From 
there he was shifted to the 
Auschwitz exterm ination cam p 
from which, for reasons u n­ 
known 
to 
him, 
he 
escaped 
death. 
His 
next 
stop 
was 
Dachau. 
LATEST W ITNESS 
A nsbacher was the latest in 
a 
long 
parade 
of 
witnesses 
called by the prosecution to try 
to show how the Nazis perse­ 
cuted the Jew s und er the Hit­ 
ler regime. 
T h e 
prosecution 
contends 
that Eichmann, who is charged 
w ith the mass m u rd er of mil­ 
lions of Jews, was a key official 
in the Nazi exterm ination pro­ 
gram for Jews. T he form er Ges­ 
tapo 
officer 
insists 
he 
was 
m erely a small .cog in the ma­ 
chine 
and 
never 
personally 
gave any death orders. 
As usual, E ichm ann sat im­ 
passively in his glass-enclosed 
p risoner’s box during today’s 
testim ony. He occasionally jot­ 
ted down som ething on paper 
before him on his table. 
UNRUFFLED 
(David Ofer, assistant com ­ 
m andant of police who is di­ 
rectly in charge of Eichmann. 
said the prisoner apparently 
has nothing on his conscience. 
Ofer said Eichm ann rem ains 
inruffled in his cell, his health 
is good, his blood pressure is 
normal, he eats heartily and 
sleeps soundly 'for an average 
eight hours a night.) 
A nsbacher 
said 
the 
most 
vivid im pression left on his 
youthful m ind was the way the 
Jews, on the edge of starvation 
in 
the 
concentration 
camps, 
still m aintained a polite and 
friendly protocol. 
“ W hen the food was brought 
to us.” he 
said, 
“everybody 
wanted some of it and we all 
w alked to w here it was being 
distributed. But one Jew would 
say to another, ‘Pardon me. doc­ 
tor, may I m ake my way to the 
potato peelings?’ ’’ 
H unger was so acute, Ans­ 
bacher testified, the Jew s in­ 
vented new nam es for the days 
of the week.

Cease-Fire Exists, 
But Talks Delayed 


GENEVA (UPF—The 14-nation 
conference on the 
future of 
Laos was postponed today at 
least until tomorrow. 
A 
British 
spokesman 
an­ 
nounced the delay without ex­ 
planation shortly after a m eet­ 
ing betw een 
British Foreign 
Secretary Ixtrd Home and So­ 
viet Foreign Minister Andrei 
Gromyko, co-chairmen of the 
conference. 
The 
conference 
had been scheduled to start 
this afternoon. 
No firm date was set fo r4 h e 
start of the talks. Sources said 
there was hope they would get 
under way tomorrow. 
At Vientiane, Laos, the royal 
governm ent yielded to Com m u­ 
nist rebel dem ands today and 
agreed to hold all political and 
cease-fire negotiations behind 
enemy lines. 
The unexpected governm ent 
concession broke a weeklong 
deadlock on w here to hold the 
talks designed to solidify peace 
and work out details of military 
cease-fire 
in 
this 
strife-torn 
jungle kingdom. 
The postponem ent came af­ 
ter the International 
Control 


Commission had reported that 
a general cease-fire exists in 
Laos. 
Secretary of State Dean Rusk, 
home and French foreign m in­ 
ister Maurice Couve de Mur- 
ville studied the rep o rt toge­ 
ther, and agreed it m et W est­ 
ern requirem ents for start of 
the talks. 
A British spokesm an said the 
cease-fire report was “ reason­ 
ably 
satisfactory.” 
And 
an 
A m erican spokesm an said “ the 
cease-fire is no longer an is­ 
sue.” 
But the <#estion of who is to 
represent Laos rem ained a big 
issue. 
T here are three Laotian fac­ 
tions— the pro-W estern govern­ 
ment of P rem ier Prince Boun 
Oum. the “ neutralists” of for­ 
m er P rem ier Prince Souvanna 
Phoum a and the 
Communist- 
backed Pathet I^ o rebels. 
The Soviet Union w ants to 
seat all three factions. 
The 
U nited States wants to scat 
only the governm ent 
delega­ 
tion, which still has not arrived. 
Britain is seeking a com pro­ 
mise.

Psychiatrist 
Tells Dangers 
Of Hypnosis 


CHICAGO IUPD—A California 
psychiatrist today pointed out 
the dangers of the increasing 
use of hypnosis by doctors and 
dentists. 
Dr. Bernard Teitel of Long 
Beach warned that even medi­ 
cally supervised hypnosis could 
bring on chronic mental illness 
in persons having withdrawn 
schizoid, or split, personalities. 
Teitel 
talked 
before 
the 
American Psychiatric Assn. at 
the final session of its 117th an­ 
nual meeting. 
He told the case history of a 
woman who developed a par­ 
anoid psychosis after treatment 
by hypnosis for a back injury. 
He said hypnosis apparently 
set off the woman’s mental 
aberration by relieving her of 
the physical pain she was using 
as an ego defense mechanism. 
“This left her without any ap­ 
preciable ego defenses,” Teitel 
said. 
Eight months later, a psychi­ 
atrist found her suffering from 
a paranoid psychosis, Teitel 
said. It took the form of a de­ 
lusion that she was being hyp­ 
notized by people in the motel 
where she was living after flee­ 
ing from her former home.

LONDON ÍUPI)—Not that it’s

Bay Rapid Transit 
District Approves 
Tentative Budget 


Would Increase By $275,000 


Over Current Fiscal Year 


A tentative budget of $1,237,. 
436 for the 1M1-62 fiscal year 
was given split vote approval 
yesterday by directors of the 
Bay Area Rapid Transit Dis­ 
trict. The budget is about $275,- 
000 more than for the current 
year. 
The increase would mean a 
raise in the tax rate from 1.7 
cents per $100 valuation to 2 
cents in the five counties of 
the district, including Marin. 
Marin’s share of the tax load 
would be $44,153, only 4.73 per 
cent of the budget total and 
slightly less than the $44,180 
paid by the county this year. 
San Francisco would carry 
the highest percentage of the 
total bill, 32.63 per cent. Ala­ 
meda would 
pay 
nearly as 
much 29,52 per cent. San Ma­ 
teo would pay 16 83 per cent 
and Contra Costa 1629 per 
cent. 
Disagreement among the di­ 
rectors, which resulted in the 
32 to 4 adoption of the tenta­ 
tive budget, developed over a 
major increase in planning and 
engineering services. I^ast year 
$245,000 
was 
budgeted 
for 
these consulting services. This 
year $565,000 was proposed, 
but it was reduced to $515,000. 
Thomas Casey of San Mateo 
tried to cut these services by 
nearly $300,000. He said devel­ 
opment 
programs, which in-

designs. These designs would 
depend on the type of car se­ 
lected. 
The sections to be opened 
first are still undecided, Hoo­ 
ver declared. 
The new budget calls for no 
salary increases or additional 
employees. Costs to the dis­ 
trict of the election were set 
at only $70,000. General Man­ 
ager John Peirce said this was 
due to the fact it would be held 
in connection with the state­ 
wide primary election. A spe­ 
cial election would cost about 
$800,000, he said.

By Congressional Quarterly 
How is President John F. 
Kennedy’s program faring in 
Congress? 
To attempt to arrive at a 
factual answer, Congressional 
Quarterly compiled all of the 
president’s specific legislative 
requests made since he took 
office and counted those which 
Congress had enacted, as of 
last Friday. The findings: 
Requests: 277. 
Approved. 29. 
Although this works out to 
approval of only 10 per cent of 
the president’s requests, it’s a 
high score for this point in a 
congressional session. 
A mid-session 1957 former 
President Dwight D. Eisenhow­ 
er boxscore shows that a Dem­ 
ocratic Congress approved 6.6 
per cent of the legislative re* 
quests during the first session 
of Jiis second term. At that 
time Eisenhower had mad<* 198 
requests as opposed to Ken­ 
nedy’s 277. 
In 1960, Eisenhower had his 
worst year in Congress: Only 
30 per cent of his 183 requests 
gained final approval. The fact 
of lame-duck presidency and 
congressional 
involvement in 
civil rights debate may have 
been 
largely responsible for 
the low batting average. And, 
in an election year, a Congress 
and a White House held by 
different parties didn’t help.

Bay Rapid Transit 
District Approves 
Tentative Budget 


Would Increase By $275,000 


Over Current Fiscal Year 


A tentative budget of $1,237,. 
436 for the 1961-62 fiscal year 
was given split-vote approval 
yesterday by directors of the 
Hay Area Rapid Transit Dis­ 
trict. The budget is about $275,- 
000 more than for the current 
year. 
The increase would mean a 
raise in the tax rate from 1.7 
cents per $100 valuation to 2 
cents in the five counties of 
the district, including Marin.

Consumers Counsel Should 
Look Into Loss Leader Ban 


The bill by Sen. Hugh Burns (D, 
Fresno) to outlaw “loss leader” bargains 
in all stores for two years ran into a 
roadblock this week in an Assembly 
committee. 
But Burns' prestige and 
power may yet force it through. 
A second bill to ban loss leaders, by 
Assemblyman Gordon Winton (D-Mer- 
ced), passed another assembly commit­ 
tee. however. 
Burns* bill, which would prevent 
stores from selling products at less than 
they paid for them, has the full support 
of the California Grocers Assn. But it 
ran into the unexpectedly strong opposi­ 
tion of the California Retailers Assn. 
The retailers told the Assembly com­ 
mittee that the bill would “hurt the 
consumer and harass retail stores. 
This is something we've been stress­ 
ing in these columns for some time. 
These bills would, in effect, outlaw the 
right of a store to put any bargains on 
its shelves. 
The principal beneficiary 
of bargains is the consumer. 
We were surprised not to see repre­ 
sentatives 
of 
the 
state 
consumers 
counsel at the hearings. The lobbyists 
were there for the grocers, who want 
the bill, and for the retailers, who don't. 
But the consumer apparently was not 
represented by a state office which was 
set up by the governor to speak out on 
behalf of the consumer. 


We don’t pretend to know how Con­ 
sumer Counsel Helen Nelson feels about 
these bills. 
We don’t know if she has 
looked into them. 
But we think she 
should. Surely they have as much, if not 
more direct impact on the consumer 
than any other bills now before the 
solons. At stake is the right of a con­ 
sumer to purchase an item at below cost 
if the retailer wants to sell it to him. 
It had been amazing to us that Burns’ 
bill could have progressed as far as 
it has—passage in the Senate and hear­ 
ing in the Assem bly— without more 
outcry. Then we recalled a few years 
ago when the same thing was being 
done to butter. Few' objected, so butter 
is now always the high priced spread; 
you can’t get it on sale. 
That’s what would happen to every­ 
thing under the Burns bill. 
If the consumers counsel is going to 
look into this bill, she’d better hurry. 
Burns, no doubt, will ask reconsidera­ 
tion at the Assembly Government Effic­ 
iency and Economy Committee meeting 
next Tuesday. 
If she finds that this bill is, in fact, 
in the interests of the consumers, she 
should be there as a proponent. 
If she finds, as we have, that both of 
these are detrimental to the public, we 
hope she appears to strongly oppose its 
passage.

Are Important

I submit this article to be 
constructive and not critical. 
I hope that it will do some 
good and be accepted. It is a 
research of a period of six 
years.

1. At my first assignment 
six years ago at a school other 
than the one where I am now 
teaching.

We Can Beat Communists Only 


By Being True To Ourselves

Somebody once rem arked 
to Benjamin Franklin that the 
Constitution of the U.S. was 
a booby trap. “ W here is all 
the happiness it is supposed 
to guarantee for us?” jeered 
the cynic. “ Look at the bick­ 
ering, the injustice, the pov­ 
erty.” 


Franklin smiled tolerantly 
and replied, “All that the Con­ 
stitution of the United States 
guarantees, my friend, is the 
pursuit of happiness. You 
have to catch up with it your­ 
self.” 


A Texas lady whose hus­ 
band just had struck it rich 
had a mansion built that stag­ 
gered even jaded Dallasites. 
“How many bathrooms did 
you say your new residence 
had?” 
prompted 
Bookseller 
Bliss Allbright. The lady an­ 
swered loftilv, “I can seat

WASHINGTON — We have 
been forced to ask ourselves 
how a free and open society 
can compete with a totalitar­ 
ian state. This is a crucial 
question. 
Can our 
w estern society 
survive and flourish if it re­ 
mains true to its own faith 
and principles? Or must it 
abandon them in order to 
fight fire with fire? 


There are those who be­ 
lieve that in Cuba the attem pt 
to fight fire with fire w’ould 
have succeeded if only the 
President had been more ru th ­ 
less and had had no scruples 
about using American forces. 
I think they are wrong. I think 
that success for the Cuban ad­ 
venture was impossible. 


IN A FREE society like ours 
a policy is bound to fail which 
deliberately v i o l a t e s our 
pledges and our principles, 
our treaties and our laws. It is 
not possible for a free and 
open society to organize suc­ 
cessfully a spectacular con­ 
spiracy. 
It follows that in the great 
struggle 
with 
Communism, 
we must find our strength by 
developing and applying our 
own principles, not in aban­ 
doning them, 
Nikita Khrushchev is a true 
believer that Communism is 
destined to supplant capital­ 
ism as capitalism supplanted 
feudalism. 


THIS DOGMA of inevitabil­ 
ity not only gives him the self- 
assurance of a man w’ho has 
no doubts, but is a most pow- 
erful ingredient of the Com­ 
munist propaganda. 
What do we say to him, we 
who believe in a certain free­ 
dom of the hum an will and in 
the capacity of m en to affect 
the course of history by their 
discoveries, their wisdom, and 
their courage? 
We can say that in Mr. K s 
dogma there is an unexam ­ 
ined premise. It is that the 
capitalist society is static, that 
it is and always will be what 
it was w hen Marx described it 
a hundred years ago. that 
to use Mr. K ’s cw n lingo — 


there is no difference be­ 
tween Gov. Rockefeller and 
his grandfather. 
Because a capitalist society 
cannot change in its dealings 
with 
the 
under-developed 
countries it can only dominate 
and exploit, he says. It cannot 
em ancipate and help. If it 
could em ancipate and help, 
the inevitability of Commu­ 
nism would evaporate. 


I VENTURE to argue from 
this analysis that the reason 
we are on the defensive in so 
many places is that for some 
10 years we have been doing 
exactly w’hat Mr. K. expects 
us to do. 
We cannot compete with 
Communism in Asia, Africa, 
or Latin America if we go on 
doing what we have done so 
often and so widely— which is 
to place the weak countries 
in a dilemma where they must 
stand still with us and our 
client rulers, or start moving 
with the Communists. This 
dilem ma cannot be dissolved 
unless it is our central and 
persistent 
and 
unswerving 
policy to offer these unhappy 
countries 
a 
third 
option, 
which is economic develop­ 
m ent and social improvement 
without the totalitarian disci­ 
pline of Communism. 
The only real alternative to 
Communism is a liberal and 
progressive society.

Consumers Counsel Should 
Look Into Loss Leader Ban 


The bill by Sen. Hugh Burns (D, 
Fresno) to outlaw “loss leader’’ bargains 
in all stores for two years ran into a 
roadblock this week in an Assembly 
committee. 
But Burns’ prestige and 
power may yet force it through. 
A second bill to ban loss leaders, by 
Assemblyman Gordon Winton (D-Mer- 
ced), passed another assembly commit­ 
tee, however. 
Burns’ bill, which would prevent 
stores from selling products at less than 
they paid for them, has the full support 
of the California Grocers Assn. But it 
ran into the unexpectedly strong opposi­ 
tion of the California Retailers Assn. 
The retailers told the Assembly com­ 
mittee that the bill would “hurt the 
consumer and harass retail stores.” 
This is something we've been stress­ 
ing in these columns for some time. 
These bills would, in effect, outlaw the 
right of a store to put any bargains on 
its shelves. 
The principal beneficiary 
of bargains is the consumer. 
We were surprised not to see repre­ 
sentatives 
of 
the 
state 
consumers 
counsel at the hearings. The lobbyists 
were there for the grocers, who want 
the bill, and for the retailers, who don’t. 
But the consumer apparently was not 
represented by a state office which was 
set up by the governor to speak out on 
behalf of the consumer. 


We don’t pretend to know how Con­ 
sumer Counsel Helen Nelson feels about 
these bills. We don’t know if she has 
looked into them. 
But we think she 
should. Surely they have as much, if not 
more direct impact on the consumer 
than any other bills now before the 
solons. At stake is the right of a con­ 
sumer to purchase an item at below' cost 
if the retailer wants to sell it to him. 
It had been amazing to us that Burns* 
bill could have progressed as far as 
it has—passage in the Senate and hear­ 
ing in the Assembly—without more 
outcry. 
Then we recalled a few years 
ago when the same thing was being 
done to butter. Few objected, so butter 
is now always the high priced spread; 
you can’t get it on sale. 
That’s what would happen to every­ 
thing under the Burns bill. 
If the consumers counsel is going to 
look into this bill, she’d better hurry. 
Burns, no doubt, will ask reconsidera­ 
tion at the Assembly Government Effic­ 
iency and Economy Committee meeting 
next Tuesday. 
If she finds that this bill is, in fact, 
in the interests of the consumers, she 
should be there as a proponent. 
If she finds, as we have, that both of 
these are detrimental to the public, we 
hope she appears to strongly oppose its 
passage.

Left And Right 
Are Important 


EDITOR, 
Independent Journal: 
I subm it this article to be 
constructive and not critical. 
I hope that it will do some 
good and be accepted. It is a 
research of a period of six 
years. 
Rural students have diffi­ 
culty in the direction of left 
and right: 
1. At my first assignm ent 
six years ago at a school other 
than the one where I am now 
teaching, I had three classes 
of rem edial math and three of 
driver training (behind the 
wheel). Quite a num ber were 
taking remedial m ath for the 
second time. 
2. As sophomores, t h e y 
w ere also taking driver train­ 
ing (behind the wheel). To my 
amazement, they did not know 
left from right when told to 
m ake a right turn or a left 
turn. 
3. I had been teaching them 
to move decimal places to the 
left to find 1 per cent and to 
add two zeros when multiply­ 
ing by 100. I decided then 
th at I had hit on the cause 
and how I could correct the 
situation.

is 
Mayor 
George Christopher of San 
Francisco. 
Among other organizations 
at 1313 60th Street, the maga­ 
zine lists the American Public 
Works Association, the Inter­ 
national City M anagers’ As­ 
sociation, the Council of State 
Governors, the National Asso­ 
ciation of Assessing Officers, 
the National Association of 
Housing and Redevelopment 
Officals, and the National As­ 
sociation of Attorneys Gen­ 
eral. 
The article implies — but 
does not quite charge — that 
the organizations at 1313 East 
60th Street are taking part in 
a Communist plot to force 
m etropolitan governm ent on 
the Am erican public.

WASHINGTON — We have 
been forced to ask ourselves 
how a free and open society 
can com pete with a totalitar­ 
ian state. This is a crucial 
question. 
Can our w estern society 
survive and flourish if it re ­ 
mains true to its own faith 
and principles? Or m ust it 
abandon them in ordeT to 
fight fire with fire? 


There are those who be­ 
lieve that in Cuba the attem pt 
to fight fire with fire w'ould 
have succeeded if only the 
President had been more ru th ­ 
less and had had no scruples 
about using American forces. 
I think they are wrong. I think 
that success for the Cuban ad­ 
venture was'impossible. 


IN A FREE society like ours 
a policy is bound to fail which 
deliberately v i o l a t e s our 
pledges and our principles, 
our treaties and our laws. It is 
not possible for a free and 
open society to organize suc­ 
cessfully a spectacular con­ 
spiracy. 
It follows that in the great 
struggle 
with 
Communism, 
we must find our strength by 
developing and applying our 
own principles, not in aban­ 
doning them . 
Nikita K hrushchev is a tru e 
believer that Communism is 
destined to supplant capital­ 
ism as capitalism supplanted 
feudalism . 


THIS DOGMA of inevitabil­ 
ity not only gives him the self- 
assurance of a man who has 
no doubts, but is a most pow­ 
erful ingredient of the Com­ 
m unist propaganda. 
W hat do we say to him, we 
who believe in a certain free­ 
dom of the hum an will and in 
the capacity of men to affect 
the course of history by their 
discoveries, th eir wisdom, and 
their courage? 
We can say that in Mr. K ’s 
dogma there is an unexam ­ 
ined premise. It is that the 
capitalist society is static, that 
it is and always will be what 
it was when Marx described it 
a hundred years ago. th at— 
to use Mr. K’a cwn lingo — 


there is no difference be­ 
tw een Gov. Rockefeller and 
his grandfather. 
Because a capitalist society 
cannot change in its dealings 
with 
the 
under-developed 
countries it can only dom inate 
and exploit, he says. It cannot 
em ancipate and help. If it 
could em ancipate and help, 
the inevitability of Commu­ 
nism would evaporate. 


I VENTURE to argue from 
this analysis th at the reason 
we are on the defensive in so 
many places is that for some 
10 years we have been doing 
exactly what Mr. K. expects 
us to do. 
We cannot com pete with 
Communism in Asia, Africa, 
or Latin America if we go on 
doing w hat we have done so 
often and so widely— which is 
to place th e weak countries 
in a dilem ma w here they must 
stand still with us and our 
client rulers, or start moving 
with the Communists. This 
dilem ma cannot be dissolved 
unless it is our central and 
persistent 
and 
unswerving 
policy to offer these unhappy 
countries 
a 
third 
option, 
which is economic develop­ 
ment. and social im provem ent 
without the totalitarian disci­ 
pline of Communism. 
The only real alternative to 
Communism is a liberal and 
progressive society.

Louis Nelson, associate war­ 
den, said prison authorities 
were notified yesterday by 
Deputy Sheriff Don Jordan of 
Merced County that Frank L. 
Lee Jr., 29, was being held in 
the Merced County Jail. Lee 
was transferred back to the 
prison and was in isolation to­ 
day pending action by the dis­ 
ciplinary board Tuesday. 
Lee and George Allen Brice, 
33. both were milkers at the 
ranch which is surrounded by 
nine-foot-high chain-! i n k 
fence.

Lee was convicted of forgery 
in Glenn County in 1955 and 
sentenced to six months to 14 
years.

Rise In Marin 


With a total of $9,419,658, 
Marin County had its second 
biggest 
month 
for 
building 
permits in its history in April. 
The total for the year to 
date is $23,083,702, which is 
14.3 per cent more than the 
same period of last year. 
The biggest month in build­ 
ing permits was in July, 1958 
when the county hit $13,284,- 
000 in permits. This was due 
largely to the $7,500,000 Cape- 
hart housing at Hamilton Air 
Force Base. 
San Rafael, wits its spurt in 
single family homes in April, 
accounted for $3,853.258 of 
the county's total. This was 
boasted by the permits for 122 
new Eichler homes. 
The biggest single permit is­ 
sued last month was for $1,- 
972,000 for the addition to Ma­ 
rin General Hospital. 
Commercial permits for the 
m onth 
were 
$855,142. 
The 
year's total to date is $2,924.- 
642 which is an increase of 
133.6 per cent over last year. 
Residential permits

“This intent,” he said, “is 
permissive, enabling, standby 
legislation so producers may 
have a choice—the choice of 
freely determining themselves 
whether they want continued 
supports with quotas or vir­

without 
quotas.” 


President John F. Kennedy 
proposed 
legislation 
under 
which the farmers would par­ 
ticipate in drafting programs 
for different commodities. Con­ 
gress would have a veto pow­ 
er over any plans approved by 
referendum of the producers.
